1, Eacw quarterly instalment of the pate and

2. From the lists prepared under the provisions 
of Sections 29 and 39 of the Act, the collecting 
officer shall prepare the bills prescribed by Sec- 
tion 44. The bills so prepared shall be issued 
under the signature of the Commissioners or 
Officers appointed by them, or their Secretary, if 
there be one, to the subordinate officers on the 
collecting establishment, and shall be by them 
presented tu the persons named therein, in the 
manner hereinafter described. 3 

3. Every collecting officer shall be provided 
with a certificate of his authority to collect; and 
every such certificate shall bear the seal of the 
Municipality and the signature of the Chairman 
or Vice-Chairman. Every collecting officer at the 
time of demanding payment shall be bound to shew 
this certificate if required. 

4. The collecting officer, taking the money 
in payment of any demand, shall give the receipt 
for it. 

6. When the name of any owner is not known, 
it shall be sufficient to designate him in apy 
notice, bill, or other proceeding under the Act, as 
the owner of the property on which the rate is 
assessed, withont farther description. 

6, Every bill, for any sum due on- account 
of the rate or taxes leviable under the Act, shall, if 
possible, be presented to the individual named 
therein in person ; bat if such personal presenta= 
tion be found impossible, the bill shall be left at 
his usuul place of abode, aud such delivery shall be 
deemed to be the presentution required by Sec. 
tion 44. 

7. The officer to whom a bill may be issued 
for presentation, shall receive the amount of such 
bill at the time of presentation, or at any time. 
within ten daya from the date on which the bill 
shall have been first presented by him. 

8. Every person required, ia writing, to furnish 
any schedule or return whish the Commissioners 
may lawfully require him to furnish, shall send 
such schedule or return to the office of the Com- 
missioners within one week from the date of the 
service of the requisition in the manper described 
in Section 81 of the Act.

1, With his Despateh No. 191 
of the 17th June ISOL, Sir C. Wood forwarded, 
lor the information of your Excellency’s Govern- 
ment, a copy of the report of a Royal Commission, 
ot which Lord Cranworth was President, and 
which had been appoiuted for the pnrpose of in- 
qniring into certain complaints which had becn 
made hy Officers of the Indian Army, to the effect 
that the measures recently adopted by Iler Mujes- 
ty’s Government in relation to that Army had 
been in vielation of the assuranee of Parliament, 
contained in certain clauses of the Acts 21 & 22 
Vie., co 106, and 25 & 24 Vie, e. 100, 

2. Your Exeelleney was at the same time 
informed of the steps which Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment bad faken in consequence of the opinion 
expressed Ly the Commissioners in their report. 

3. The Commission necessarily turned, in the 
first instance, to a consideration of the nature and 
extent of the Purliamentary guarantee, and upon 
that subject expressed themselves in the foilowing 
terms :— 

“Pura, 34. In considering this subject, we 
must begin by assuming that the word * entivjed’ 
cannot be understood as referring to rights capable 
of being enforced in a Court of Justice, If any 
such sights exist, no opinion, we may express, can 
or ought to allect them. We propose, therefore, 
to assume that the Officers had not againet the 


| Company, and have not against the Crown, any 


such nights. And the question is, what, on that 
assumption, is the proper interpretation to be 
put on the language of the Act. It could not 
have boen intended to prevent the Crown, if in 
the interests of Jndia and of the Empire at 
large it should deem it necessary, from reducing 
the numbers of the Indian Army, or altering its 
organization. It would have been in the power of 
the Company to make such reductions and changes, 
and a similar power was transferred to the Crown. 
All we can understand Parliament to have gun- 
rantecd to the Officers is, that in making any such 
reductions, their interests should as little as possi- 
ble he interfered with, and that in any change 
of organization, the Crown should, as no doubt 
the Company would have done, preserve all the 
rules as to pay, pension, allowances, and privileges 
and the like advantages as regards promotion and 
otherwise, which existed at the time the Act was 
passed ; or if in any case that should be impossible 
then that some counterbalancing benefit should 
be given to compensate any advantage which it 
might be impossible to retain. When once we 
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have come to the conclusion that what Parliament 
meant to-guarantee was nota strict legal right, 
capable of being enforced in a Court of Justice, 
we are unavoidably, from the nature of the saliject 
matter, obliged to adopt less definite principles of 
construction than those by which Acts of Parlia- 
ment are generally to be interpreted. We must 
consider the Janguage of the Act in connexion 
with the subject witli which if was dealing, and in 
that spirit we now proceed to consider the several 
memorials referred to us by your Majesty.” 

4. The several complaints made by the Oificers 
of the Tudian Army were classed by the Commis- 
sion under 13 heads. and they reported that—

8. The above mensures afforded, in the opinion 
of Her Majesty’s Governmont, a direct remedy for 
those complainte of a breach of the Parliamentary 
guarantee which had been reported by Lord Cran- 
worth’s Commission to be well founded, and in 


addition te these, and with a view to afford oom- 
pensation to the Officers of the Army for any pos- 
sible injury that they might anstain in ther pros- 
pective promotion, a great and permanent impetus 
was given to recimental promotion in the three 
Armies (which bad been already greatly accelerated 
by the grant of special annailies to about 800 
Officers on retirement) by the adoption of ao rule 
that the names of all Officers of the Staff! Corps 
shonld, or attaining the position of Lieutenant. 
Colonel en the general (regimental) list of the 
several IPesidencies, be struck off and promotion 
made in Pheir places. At the same time certain 
a(ditions Were made to the revised establishment 
of Regimental Licutenan'-Colonels in Madras and 
Bombay.

10. Upon these monsures, which were duly, / 
earried out by your Excelleney’s Government, your 
Excellency observed in your Despatch of the 8th 
November 1$64,— 

Tt is searcely possible that extensive changes 
in the Army should ever be made without un- 
| favorably affecting the position of some indivi- 
| duals relatively, é, ¢., as compared with that of some 

others, and the instance in question is no excep- 
tion to this rule, Dut wo think there can be no 
doubt that, by the measures ordered in your Des- 
patch, substantial hardship in the matter of pro- 
motion is avoided,” 


11. On the same occasion, His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief in India, Sir Hugh Rose, 
made the following observations :— 


* Under the measures directed by the Right 
Hon'ble the Secretary of State, the chief cause 
of complaint, as freqaently brought to the notice 
of Government by His Excellency, viz., § the 
supersession of Regimental Officers by their juniors 
of the Staff Corps’ hus been removed entirely.

tuined, notwithstanding, as they observe, with 
reference to certain Lieutenant-Colonels of the Ist

measures introduced during that period, vie., the 
introduction of new rules of promotion for the 
Olticers juining the Staff Corps, the offer of 
special annuities, inducing above 300 of the senior 
Ofdlicers to retire, the removal of the names of all 
Staff Corps Officers when attaining to the position 
of Lieutenant-Colonel in the List of the Indian 
Army, and the brevet arrangement of 1864, the 
promotion of the Officers of the Indian Arm 
har been greatly accelerated within that period, 
and this, too, while the Native Army itself was 
undergoing reduction to the exteut of one-half of 
its strength in 1857. 

81. Upon the 5th point the Commission have 
reported as follows :—

question, and we consider 
that we shall not fulfil the duty imposed on us if 
we fail to submit our opinion that the measure 
adopted by your Majesty’s (sovernment upon thia 
point has not been effectual and sufficient to 
remove the grievance originally complained of. 
The main ground of that grievance we consider 
to be the regimental connexion between the loeal 
line and the Staff Corps, by the retention of the 
names of Staff Corps Officers on the cadres of 
Regiments, and also by the retention on the old 
European Regimental Cadres of the names of those 
Officers who have been trauaferred to the new 
Line Regiments.

88. It will be seen that the Commission ap- 
pointed by Her Majesty on this oveasion have not 
confined themselves strictly to the questions sub- 
mitted for their consideration.

complaints brought under the consideration of Lord

that the plan adopted of retaining the names of 
Officers nominated to the Staff Corpe on the 
cadres of their Regiments, with a view of rezula- 
ting promotion, aquetioned as it was in the firet 
instance by the opinion of the Law Officers of tue 
Crown, and subsequently confirined by the judg-

44. The removal from the general Regimental 
List of the Army of the names of Staff Corps Offi- 
cers, and of those who joined the new Line Kegi- 
ments, upon their attaining to the position of 
Lieutenant-Culonel—a boon to the Army anat- 
tended with any of the inconveniences that 
would attend the removal of the names from the 
regimental cadres—has been already sanctioned ; 
but Her Majesty’s Government do not consider 
it either just or expedient to attempt any further 
interference with a system which was adopted 
upon a careful consideration of the interests in- 
volved, and which has received the approval of 
high legal and other authority. 

45. Moreover, any attempt to carry ont at

47. Itis well known that the suporsession 
complained of, in the first instance, as an interfer.

45, This supersession has been rectified Ly the 
brevet arrangement referred to, inasmuch as, 
under the peculiar constitution of the Indian 
Ariny, it is now impossible, save in rare and excep- 
tional cases, that an Olficer can be superseded in 
Army rank by another Officer of his own cadre; 
upon this subject the opmion of the late Com- 
mander-in-Cbief in Iudia, already quoted, is cleqg 
and decisive.

tion of one general rule of Army promotion by 
length of service, generally fair and just to the 
whole service, gould not fuil to be folluwed, on its

8. This practice though not in every brauch 
of the service wholly discontinued, has, it is 
wlleged, been ‘virtually pur a stop to by the 
measures connected with the formation of the 
several Staff Corps, and the re-organization of 
the Indian Army.

5. It appears from the report of the proceed- 
iuge of Parliament that numerous petitions from 
Ollicers of the Indian Army, similar in substance 
to that from Major Sweet, have been presented to 
the House during the present Session. 

6. That the late Court of Directors should 
have withdrawn a prohibition which formerly 
existed to the prautise of purchasing the retire- 
ment of Officers cannot, in the opinion of Her 
Majesty’s Government, be admitted to estubligh a 
claim to compensation under the Parliamentary 
euarantee, on the plea that changes in the organi- 


zation of the Army have operated to interfere with | 


the continuance of a practice of Giis purely pri- 
vate and permissive chanicter. 

7. Upon this point the decision of Lord 
Cranworth’s Comission, formed after very care- 
ful consideration of the subject, must be considered 
as conclusive.
